DELAY IN FORMING THE CABINET, 

At the close of the conference to-day between 
the Marquis of Salisbury and Lord Randolph 
Charchill, which, by the way, lasted just an hour, 
Lord Randolph proceeded to the Carlton 
Clib. There the members were gathered 
to hear the result of his conference with the 
Marquis. Conservatives in general are disappointed 
that no progress has been made since yesterday, ; 
and the fear is expressed that the delay to form a 
Cabinet will damage the prospects of the Tory party 
in the approaching general elections. Matters just 
mow are at a standstill. The Conservatives 
appear reluctant to take office until the opinion of 
the whole party can be taken. The Marquis of 
Galisbury will confer with the Queen again to- 
morrow. Inthe meantime nothing will be done

THE CHOLERA. 

' Maprip, June 16.—There were five ner ss of 
cholera in this city yesterday, and one de -om 
the same disease. In the city of Valencia there 
were two fresh cases, but no deaths. In the province 
of Valencia, However, outside of the city, there 
were forty-eight new cases and twenty-seven 
deaths. The city of Murcia reports forty new cases 
and seven deaths, while the other parts of the 
province of Murcia return twelve fresh cases and 
four deaths. 


RAGING EVERYWHERE. 

In the province of Castellon de la Plana yesterday 
there were eighty cases of cholera and sixty deaths. 
Thirty thousand people have fied from Murcia 
owing to the terrible dread of the disease 
which has taken possession of the 
people. In the city of Murcia alone 
yesterday, there were, according to the latest 
rumors, sixty-four new cases of cholera and thirty- 
nine deaths. In the province of Murcig outside of 
the city there were fifty cases of cholera and six- 
teen deaths within the same period. The official 
Gazette confirms the statement that cholera is 
raging in the provinces of Valencia, 
Cgstellon De La Plana and Murcia 
and in the City of Madrid. The Opposition (news- 
paper), on the contrary deny that cholera exists 
in Madrid and say that alltestimony regarding the 
suspicious cases is insufficient to give warrant for 
the assertion that they are cases of cholera.

COSTOMARKOFF. 


The Recent Death of the Distinguished 
Russian Historian. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 16.—The following correspond- 
ence is published in a morning paper: 

Str. Pererssuac, May 10.--The celebrated Russian 
writer, Costomaroi?, died not long ago, from the 
consequence of an accident while walking along 
the street. He was run over and badly hurt. Cos- 
tomaroff bad produced no less than forty large 
volumes upon the history and literature of his 
country. Some of his works are now being trans- 
lated into German, avd no doubi his remarkable 
views upon divers epochs upon Russian history will 
find interpreters to present them to the English, 
French and American pubiics. Like most of the 
superior minds of his time and country, Costomar- 
off suffered for his political opinions and the em- 
inent historian tasted vot of prison and of exile.

PRELLER’S DEATH STRUGGLE. 


Sounds Heard in his Room at the Time of 
the Murder. 

Mr. W. KE. Ross, the commission hardware mer- 
chant of 97 Chambers street, New York, who oc- 
cupied the room at the Southern riext to Maxwell 
and Preller on the day of the murder of the latter, 
arrived at the Southern yesterday on his regular 
business trip west. He was seen by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter and was questioned regarding his 
experience on that memorable afternoon, the 
interest in which has been revived by the late 
advices concerning Maxwell's arrest at Auckland. 

Mr. Ross said that his statements had been 


somewhat exaggerated, as he had been made to 
say that he heard groans and indications of great 
distress in the room adjoining his. 

“I do not think I should ever have thought of the 
matter again,” said he, “had not my attention 
been calied to it by the accounts of the crime.” 

**What was the nature of the sounds you heard?” 

“Well, I can only describe the noise as thatof a 
person breaihing neavily, as if in distress. It was 
not very distinct, and I have heard worse breathing 
by persons asleep. Ido not thinkI sbould have 
noticed it at all had it not been that everything 
about the hotel was very quiet and the slightest 
sound wouid attract attention.” 

“What time was it that you heard the noise?” 

“I went to my room and sat down to write, 
I think between 2 and 3 o'clock, I should say about 
half-past 2,and I wentto dinner. with several 
friends about haif-pasi 5. I was in my room about 
three hours. My atteution was called to the sounds 
in the adjoining room because they were annoying. 
The water was turned on and was running from the 
faucet all of the time. It was annoying to me and 
I kept wishing that the person in the room wouid 
turn off the water. Then I heard the heavy breath- 
ing at intervals, and some one moving about the 
room as if waiung ou a sick person. I had several 
bell-boys sent up to me for various things, and I 
mentioned the noises I heard to one or two of them, 
incidentaily. One of them listened at the 
door in my room connecting it with the other. I 
don’t remember hearing a bell boy go to the door 
of Maxwell's room, and i could not uow recognize 
any of the bell boys ‘who caiied at my room. I do 
not remember having noticed either Maxwell or 
Preller during my stay of a week in the hotel,” 

“Did you hear no groans or signs of a struggle in 
the room?” 

“None that can remember, As I have said, tif it 

no: been very quiet] do notthing I should 
have noticed anything. The heavy breathing was 
distinct, as was the sound of runnmg water and of 
some one walking about the room. I thought some 
one might be a Mhittle sick, but there 
was notaing to cail for outside  in- 
terference. To tell the truth I[ thought 
that perhaps the sounds were occasioned by a 
coupie of young fellows wno had been on a spree 
and bad dissipated too much and were straighten- 
lngup. From’ what il heard I didnot feel at all 
warranted in investigating the matter, or calling 
the attention of the clerk toit. I forgot ajl about 
it when [ieft my room. I left the city for Chicago 
that night, and only recalled the circumstance 
when I saw thata murder had been committed m 
tha: room. It isa mos’ unpleasant thought to me 
that anything of ihe kind was going on in a room 
adjoining mine and I did notning lo prevent it. I 
ain willing to give these factsin acourt of law, 
-— I only wish Lcouid give enoughto hang Max- 
we i,’

The Arkansas Valley meeting of yesterday 
turned out to be very interesting. When the meet- 
ing was first called it was thought the Missouri 
Pacific would demand that the line between the 
Frisco and Valley route to Little Rock be discon- 
tinued, in return for which Mr. Olds, general traffic 
manager of the Pacific would instruct his agents at 
New Orleaus to discontinue cutting rates from the 
Crescent City to points in Arkansas touched by the 
Valley route. In this everybody was mistaken. 
The Missouri Pacific, officials concluded that the 
only way to maintain Arkansas rates was to form a 
pool. This movement called for statistics, and the 
entire day was consumed in looking over 
the figures showing the amount of traffic carried b 
both lines during ee ninety days. This wor 
was not completed afd the meeting adjourned till 
this morning. 

During this morning’s session it was decided to 
form the pool and settie the award of percentages 
afterward. Thisiga good thing for St. Louis, for 
the simple reason that for years the Iron Mountain 
has enjoyed nearly a monopoty of Little Rock busi- 
ness, and the ’Frisco has had about the same ho'd 
on Fort Smith traffic. Of course the formation of 
apool helps no one but the railroads. but should 
the pool collapse, and precedent shows they always 
do, both will have established lvés in each 
other's territory so thata St. uis shipper will 
have a better show of doing business to these ts, 
and infact inthe whole State of Arkansas, which 
ought tobe tributary to St. Louia, The meeting 
will probably adjourn this evening. 


Southern Kansas Rates. 

To-morrow a very important railroad meeting 
will be held at the Southern, which will affect rates 
out of Southern Kansas toa very material extent. 
This meeting will have no connection with the live 
stock meeting to-day, but will be for the purpose of 
trying to get the Gulf Road, or rather the Nettleton 
system of roads, to come to an understanding. The 


technical term for the conference is the meeting of 
the committee ny oer at the Southwestern Asso- 
ciation meeting last week to confer with Geo. H. 
Nettieton and M. L. Sargent. of théGuif Road, at 
which J. W. Midgeley wili be present. The com- 
mittee consists of Geo. Olds and H. H. Courtright, 
of* Cc & . Mr. Courtright ar- 
rived this morning and Messrs. Nettleton and 
Midgeley will arrive to-morrow morning, Mr. 
Sargeant being in the city already. During the 
pasttwo years business from Southern Kansas 
points to Eastern markets has grown to such great 
proportions that the Southwestern Associatioii’s in- 
terests might be jeopardized, unless an amicable 
understanding as to rates is arrived at. The busi- 
ness to be considered and discussed is that des- 
tined via Mempaiss, Carondelet, St. Louis, (East 5t.

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THE GAS. ORDINANOE. 


A Resume of the Bill Which the Cceuncil 
Will Hear This Evening. 

A good deal of interest is naturally felt in the gas 
ordinance which has passed the House of Delegates 
and which is to be introduced into the Council this 
evening. The bill is a lengthy one, and a con- 
densation of @&s principal features runs as follows: 

The St. Louls Gas, Fuel and Power Company is 
granted the right to lay and maintain gas pipes, etc., 
below the surface of the public streets and alleys, 
provided that, where practicable, the pipes shall be 
laid fy the alleys, for the purpose of distributing 
and selling gas, for the term ending January{ 1, A. 


D, 1920, 
THE PRICE. 

The most important feature in the bill is the sec- 
tion fixing the maximum limit of the price to be 
charged for gas. This provision runs: “At no time 
shall said company charge the consumers more 
than $1 25 for each one thousand cubic feet of gas 
so furnished; and the company shall allow to 


consumers 5 per cent. on all bills, if paid within five 

after presentation.” 

course this isa settlement of the marimum 
price, and when this section was under debate in 
th- House speciai attention wascalled to tais feat- 
ure in the bill. The amount wus originally fined at 
$1 50, but this sum was then reduced to $1 25. There 
is nothing in the bill to prevent any smailer charge 
that the company may see fit to make. 
The amount of $125 a thousand is twenty 
five cents lese than the rate charged by the Laclede 
Gas Company, and is just 50 per cent of the St. 
Louis Gas Company's rate. 

The company agrees, if required, to furnish gas 
for the public lamps of the city, and to keep them 
in repairs,and to do the other necessary work 
about them, fora sum not to exceed $20alampa 


year. 

The company agrees to supply gas having 
an illuminating power of not less than 
twenty English candles, sperm. The 
gas inspector is to be freely admittei to.the works 
of the company, and when for three consecutive 
days the company fails to make gas of the requisite 
quality, it is to pay $250 tothe city. This provision 
is to be void in the event of aserious accident at 
the works. The gas inspector is to exemine and 
seal all of the meters of the company before they 
are put into use. 

STREET REPAIR. 

The pipes, etc., are to be laid and constructed 
with the ieast possible injury and delay to the 
public. and the company is to _ replace 
the streets ana alleys in the same condition 
in which they were before the pipes were laid. 
Those paris of streets used by the company are to 
have been kept free from depression and in good 
order for eigateen montis after said street or alley 
has been replaced. The company is not permitted 
to make any charge for laying connectifg pipe. In 
order to secure a faithful compliance with this sev- 
tion of the ordiuance, the company is ordered to 
pay $1,000 into the hands of the Street Commis- 
sioner. to be used as a speciai fuad in making such 
repairs as the company is lable to make, 
and which it does not make within 
five days after notification by the Street Com- 
missiouer. 

The ordinance is not to be construed as giving the 
St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power. Company any ex- 
clusive rights or privileges, or as preventing the 
city from granting to otuer parties similar, fran- 
cises. 

THE WORK TO BE PUSHED \ 

The company agrees tolay in any year, on such 
graded highways assiali be designated, not less 
taan five miles of gas mains, ifthe Mayor and 
Municipal Assembiy sbali deem the demand for 
gas on the new main sufficient to justify the out- 


lay. 

The rights and privileges given shall be for- 
feited upon the failure, refusal or negiect of the 
Company to observe all the terms and conditions of 
this ordinance. 

The ord: nance is to have no effect unless the said 
Company file with the City Register, within sixty 
days, iis written acceptance of its provisions, and 
the penal bond for $60,000 to compiy with ail the 
conditions set out, and to indemnify and save 
barmiess tue City of St. Louis from any damages 
or injuries received by auy party from the said 
Company or its servants, agents or acts m any way. 

it is agreed that nothing in this ordinance shall 
make ihe city liable in damages to the St. Louis 
Gas, Fuel and Power Company, if, because of rights 
vested in any other corporation, it should be pre- 
venced from exercising the mghts and privileges 
granied. 

If the said company shall not construct, within 
eiguteen months of the atcepiance of this ordi- 
bance, at jeast twenty mies of Mains in the streets, 
have its works erected, and be supplying gas, the 
ordinance is to be void, uniéss the company is de- 
layed by an injunction or order of court. 

The last section explicitiy forbids any amalgama- 
tion with any Otuer gas company. 


WIND AND RAIN, 


The City Visited By a Small Storm— Dam 
ages to Property. 

Yesterday afteruoon about o'clock, the city was 
visited by another wind and rain storm, which, 
although severe, was not seriously destructive in its 
character. Shortly before the hour mentioned the 
sky became black with heavy clouds, and the first 
intimation of the storm was a gust of wind, which 
was followed in short order by a steady blow and 


rain. The wind was stormy enough to toss boards 
and light articles which were in its path and tu 
scatter Whatever it could get a fair grasp on. Win- 
dows were blown in, fences were 
biown down aad trees were stripped of 
their branches. After the first burst of rain it 
ceased fora time, but, later, startedugsain, and con- 
tinued for tue greater part of last night steadily and 
without wind. 

At the race track there was an incipient panic in 
the grand stand and the betting inclosure. Cuairs 
were thrown about, and the noise and threatening 
aspect of the sky frightened the occupants of the 
siaud and drove them out into the rain, under the 
impression that the structure would fall. The 
large bulletin board at the judge’ sstand was blown 
down, and havoc was created in the bookmakers’ 
stands. Money and loose papers were scattered in 
every direction; one of the stands was biown 
over and builetin-boards were blown down. Many 
of the spectators took refuge in the track and the 
open field. The awnings were torn in strips. The 
wooden awning over seven of the horses’ stalls in 
the northeastern stables were blown off, and the 
tin rouf on Allen's stable was rolied. One shed was 
biown down and the trees and sarubbery were dam- 
aged considerabiy. ’

. PEACE REIGNS. 


Rev. ‘‘Father” Kitchie and Bishop Potter 
Come to arn Amicable Understanding. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. — 

New York, June 16. — The Rev. Father Ritchie, 
rector of St. Ignatius’ Church, has written a letter 
making his peace with Assistant Bishop H. C. Pot- 
ter, relative to the ceremonial in that church. 
“Father” Ritchie, as he is frequently called, enter- 
tains extreme ritualistic ! views, and fear- 
lessty puts them into practice. About a year be- 


| fore he came to this city he had a similar difficulty 


with Bishop McLaren of Chicago, and the latter re- 
fused to attend the ceremony of the laying of the 
corner stone of Mr. Ritchie's church. 

After Dr. Ewer’s death Mr. Ritchie was called to 
the rectorship of St. Ignatius’ Church. Its ceremo- 
nial had always been very “high,"* but Mr. Ritchie 
made some changes which were objected to by the 
members of the late rector's family. They with- 
drew from the church, and, according to Mr. 
Ritchie's statement at the time, became hostile to 


him, and created the breach between him and the 

Bishop. The most ritualistic notions of Mr. 
Ritchie were carried into effect in the 
“benediction services,” and to these Assistant 
Bishop Potter raised special objection. He wrote 
to the rector on the matter and received a reply so 
unsatisfactory that he refused, uniess the changes 
were made to administer confirmation in St, Igna- 
tius’ Church, 

When questioned by your correspondent at the 
time, Mr. Ritchie said: “I do not blame Bishop 
Potter for taking the position he has in the matter, 
as be believes that he is right. He may, however, 
take no officiai action in my case for fifteen months. 
According to the canons of the churca he is obliged 
to visit each church in the diocese at least once 
every three years, and it is now more than a year 
since he came to St. ignatius’. 1am quite content 
with my position, as my vestry and congregations 
stood by me.” 

No new developments were made public, and 
both the Bishop and the rector were believed to be 
HOLDING THE POSITIONS THEY HAD TAKEN 
until the folowing correspondence was published 
yesterday. What influences were brougat to bear 
upon Mr. Ritchie to iaduce him to change his course 
could not be learned. The parties who were most 
interested considered that the announcement of the 
hews contained in the letters was sufficient, and 
that no explavation was necessary: 
“My Dear Bisaop—it is a matter of 
much unhappiness to me that [ should 
seem in my course at St. Ignatius, to be in defiance 
of your paternal authority. 1 sincerely desire to 
be loyal to you, and to bowto your Godly judg- 
ment. I therefore propose to discontinue the bene- 
diction service, and not to resume it until obtaining 
your consent to my doing so, m the hope that you 
may tuen feel at liberty to visit St. Ignatius’ 
Church and to recognize me as aloyaiand dutiful 
riest of your diocese. Believe me, my dear 
ishop, with great respect, sincerely yours, Arthur 
Ritchie. New York, June 11.” 

THE BISHOP'S REPLY. 


“My Dear Mr. Rircare—Your note of the 1ith 
inst. has been banded to me, and I thank you both 
for the assurauce“whica it givesand tse manner 
in wich that assurance is given.

Louis, and believed to bea passenger by the City 
ef Sydney. The Chief of Police also furnished a 
complete and accurate description of Maxweil and 
his persoual property. Two days later Consul 
Gamble received a communication from America’s 
Secretary of State authorizing him to have him 
arrested. He coulmunicated wi Su- 
perintendent Thompson, applied i for 
extradition warrant under the imperial act 
of 1870 and eolonial act of 1874. In order that the 
accused might be brought before Judge Smith, re- 
centiy appointed Commissioner, the last named 
warrant was signed by the Governor and reached 
Superintendent Thompson yesterday, who imme- 
diately made arrangements for arresting the ac- 
cused. Detective Twohey and Sergeant Clark of the 
Water police, in plain clothes, were dispatched in a 
boat on Saturday to Tiritiri so as to be able to board 
the maii steamer along with the pi’et. They took with 
them a letterto Captain Dearborn from Consul 
Gamble explaining their object and giving the nec- 
essary information concerning: theeaccused, with 
his description, On boarding the steamer the cap- 
tain sent for the purser, who stated that 4 man 
answering the description was 4@ sleerage pas- 
seager. 
MAXWELL'S AUDACITY. 

“Maxwell was then seut for and was interrogated 
by the police officers. He stated that be was not 
a physician but that he was a native of France 
aud had been an officer inthe French army. They 
then told him they would have to take him into 
custodr on the charge of murder and immediately 
handcuffed him, in case he might have arms about 
him. He appeared disconcerted at first, but sooa 
regained his composure. He said the whole mat- 
ter Was & Mistake and that he would explain it at 
the proper time and in the proper quarter. He in- 
formed them toat he had a revolver io his luggage, 
and on examining the latter taey found it to cor- 
respond with the description furnisned from Amer- 
ica. On the steamer reaching the wharf Superin- 
tendent Taompson and Coasul Gamble proceeded 
on board the vessel and the former read the war- 
rant te the prisoner who made no remark, but sim- 
ply smiled. Tne Superintendent and other officers 
then removed him and his luggage which consisted 
of severat boxes, to the Police station. The ac- 
cused is of geutlemanly appearance, about 8 years 
old, under medium height, slightly built, fair 


haired, close cut, and mustache and imperial.”
